Mr. Street was yet another victim to the over- 
work which has killed, and is still killing, hosts of 
talented Englishmen who might have rendered 
nobler services to their native- land had they but 
been spared by circumstances from overtaxing 
their faculties. The distinguished Architect was 
seized with paralysis on Thursday, Dec. 15, and died 
on Sunday night, Dec. 18, at a quarter past ten, at 


‚ his house, 14, Cavendish- place. 


Mr. Street was born at Woodford, Essex, in 1824, 
and was educated at the Collegiate School, Camber- 
well. His architecturalstudies were begun under Mr. 
Owen Carter at Winchester, and completed under 
the late Sir George Gilbert Scott, with whom he re- 
mained five years. Like his master, Mr. Street 
adopted the Gothic style in the buildings he erected, 
and the numerous essays and lectures which he has 
written upon architecture һауе been directed to illus- 
trate the history and principles, and promote the 
progress, of that style. His principal literary works 
are ‘ The Brick,and Marble Architecture of North 
Italy in the Middk Ages," 1855, and ** Some Account 
of Gothic Architecture in Spain," 1865. Mr. Street 
has for many years been largely engaged in the work 
of erecting and restoring churches and other eccle- 
siastical buildings throughout the country. 

In Londor Mr. Street's reputation will mainly 
rest upon the handsome Courts of Justice, in the 
Strand, now approaching completion. Mr. Street 
was а Fellow of the Institute of Architects, of which 
he has been vice-president, and a Fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries and of other societies. In 1866 
he was elected an Associate of the Royal Academy, 
and was advanced Бо ђе a Royal Academician on 
June 29, 1872. He was also a member of ;the Imperial 
and Royal Academy of the Fine Arts at Vienna and 
a Knight of the Legion of Honour. At last week's 
meeting of the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
of which the late Mr. Street was president, several 
of the Fellows made feeling reference to theloss that 
body had just sustained in the death of the president.

THE ARCTIC STORY OF THE 
` JEANNETTE, 


‘The brotherly feeling of good-fellowship roused 
between the United States and Great Britain by the 
Queen’s prompt sympathy with the widow of Pre- 
sident Garfield has unmistakably called forth a 
warmer interest in the news respecting the fate of 
the Arctic Exploration Ship dispatched by the most 
enterprising Newspaper Proprietor in the World, Mr. 
James Gordon Bennett, at whose instigation Mr. H. 
M. Stanley discovered Dr. Livingstone. It was two 
years ago last July that Mr. James Gordon Bennett 
fitted out at great expense and dispatched the hapless 
ship, which had been lost to sight and knowledge for 
nearly thirty months. There was here an interval of 


time long enough to allow for notable discoveries and, 
perhaps, even for a crowning success. Nothing had 
been omitted to secure this; and, if the votaries of 
geographical science trembled at the long silence 
which prevailed as to 


THE FATE OF THE JEANNETTE, 
they were also full of secret hope that she might 
herself bring us word at once of her safety and her 
triumph. Unhappily, it is a tale of suffering and 
disaster which must henceforth be associated with 
her паше. On Sept. 14 last three natives of a village

near the mouth of the River Lena, in Siberia, 
espied a large boat containing eleven strangers, who 
announced that they were part of the crew of the 
Jeannette. She had been surrounded and

mouth of the Lena. 'The ship's company quitted 
their vessel in three boats, which soon became sepa- 
rated by volent winds and thick fogs.

A 
second boat appears to have brought its crew in 
safety to the river mouth.

the doctor of the ship, and twelve sailors, seems to 
have been arrested by floating ice off the eastern 
entrance of the Lena, at.2 time when these un- 
fortunate people were suffering severely from frost- 
bite and in a “fearful condition." Profound anxiety 
must be felt for the fate of these gallant gentlemen 
and their companions. Assistance has, no doubt, 
been sent in their direction by the Russian 
authorities and the natives, but we may too surely 
expect to hear a cruel account of their experiences, 
even if any of the party be rescued alive. As for 
their comrades who have to come to land, they will 
e forwarded, when able to move, to Irkutzk, up the 
river, and money and comforts are on the way to 
meet them. ‘The best that can be expected is that 
the greater portion of the brave and skilful American 
crew put on board the Jeannette will have been 
saved, while if, as may be, the ship has achieved 
any discoveries of importance, they will have been 
purchased at a bitter price. 


THE JEANNETTE 


was а three-masted steamer of about 500 tons 
burden, and the same vessel which, as the Pandora, 
under command of Sir Allen Young, followed the 


expedition of Sir George Nares to bring news. She 
was prepared for this calamitous voyage by Mr. 
Bennett, at an expense of nearly 


SEVENTY THOUSAND POUNDS. 


So skilfully was she strengthened, internally and 
externally, for fighting the ice, that Mr. Bennett and 
his friends believed her, until this news arrived, to 
be proof against the worst nip that could be ex- 
perienced. When, however, the floes come suddenly 
together by a strong current or severe storm, they 
crush and pulverise the thickest ice-edges and pile 
up great masses larger and heavier than the biggest 
ships. Хо craft that сап be built will stand such a 
pinch, unless it takes her under the bilge and lifts 
her ‘out of the danger. The orders given by Mr. 
Bennett to his commander have not been published, 
but there is little doubt as to their nature. Captain 
De Long was to enter the Arctic regions by Behring's 
Straits, to keep westward and northward, along the' 
coast of Eastern Siberia, availing himself of any 
opportunity which the land lines and an open ocean 
might present for dashing in the direction of the 
North Pole.
